David, 
I was in the Pentagon Message Center during WWII. 
In that same area was the Crypt room. 
The message Center received the CW and RTTY inputs from the receiver 


site at Silver Springs, MD. 
That location had elaborate receiving setups of Rhombic antennas 

There were two transmitting sites, one very near the Pentagon, and the 
other was located on the "flood Plain" of the Patomac River just across from 
the Ford Torpedo Plant. This particular site was heavily endowed with many 
Rhombic antenna as well. 

I didn't see the TV show, but each receiver site was equipt with two 
recievers. Usually the agc of one was crossed with the other to defeat 
fading. It didn't always work. 

High speed communications was conducted at 525 wom with a device called 
Boehme(?). It involved punched tapes fed into a high speed reader/keyer. 
Receiving was done with the audio fed into a high response pen stylus onto 
which dits and dashed were literally written onto a fast moving tape. The 
tape was taken up on a reel. When the transmission was finished, the tape 
was fed into a channel ontop of a typewriter, and the operator actually 
visually "read" the dits and dashes, which eventually became a message. 

All messages ultimately were fed into the crypt room. 


hope this will sort of set the stage of what happened. The TV probably had 
lots of knob twisters to make the story interesting.

I picked up a circuit board at a swap meet earlier today thinking it might 
be the guts of an antenna 
tuner. Now I'm not so sure. Any ideas? 


It has 2 rows of 4 inductors in cans along one edge. Each inductor has one 
(on the right side) or two 

(on the left side) relays. There is a row of pairs of fixed/trimmer caps 
followed by a row of 8 relays 

on each side, for a total of 28 relays in total. The inductors have 
markings such as "012 380". 


The relays are driven from 8-bit CMOS latches with serial inputs, viaa 
74HC14 from a 25-pin DIN 

connector. There are two small toroidal transformers on the board and what 
looks like a power 

regulator section. There is provision for another relay at what looks like 
the input/output position but 

this one is missing, as are anything looking like RF connectors.

The few times I've threaded aluminum rods, I don't think I did more than 
maybe 45 degrees or so at a time. It was almost a constant go forward, 
go back, forward, back, kind of thing, with each forward taking just bit 
more of a turn. Aluminum really 'gunks up' the cutter threads quickly. 
It's 

a constant battle to do it with a regular circular die.

Now that was just pure fun. Propagation wasn't great here, but I did 
manage to make 55 QSO's. I haven't as yet tallied the total score. I 
ran my K-1-4 and it was completely solar powered! I put a very large 
capacitor across the power input and a simple regulator circuit that cut 
off the solar panel when the voltage got above 14.5 volts, on at about 
12 volts. I had to attend a meeting that only allowed operation for 
about 5 hours total. I was on 15 and 20M, as the K-1 doesn't cover 10M 
of course. The antenna was a simple 33 foot wire anchored to the top of 
my 33 foot DKISQ fiberglass mast. I used a simple 16 foot counterpoise 
wire laid on the ground. The automatic tuner in the K-1 tuned the wire 
perfectly on all bands. I tried 40M, but never got a QSO there. I logged 
on an HP-200LX palmtop running TRLog. The K-1 and Palmtop made an 
extremely small but efficient QRP contest set up. 


It was great QRP fun. Pure QRP- no frills. Sure wish that we could do 
this sort of contest more than once a year.

Although we didn't have to chip through ice or anything to get MM, it was 
still pretty chilly out on an open pontoon boat on Lake Lanier in North 
Georgia.

Bob, 

the earth grounding of the rig, tuner, and coax shield are for static 
buildup dissipation and shock safety, especially if you have an AC to DC 
power source. RF efficiency thru earth is pretty low at best, except over 
sea water. 


Actually, you could operate on batteries and not ground to earth at all. 
But, in such a case you would need a counterpoise, for that is the missing 
half of the antenna when you have a stick like the B&W, or a quarter wave 
vertical. The B&W is a loaded whip, and looks like a quarter wave, 
approximately, to the tuner. But, to radiate efficiently it must have a 
reference, and that is the counterpoise. Especially, if the antenna is not 
operated with a ground connection or is too far from earth for a low 
impedance connection, ie, if the ground wire is approaching a quarter wave 
long or more. 


A dipole is a two part, balanced antenna, and does not need a counterpoise 
or even earth ground to operate at top efficiency. The dipole can be 
vertical or horizontal and this still holds true. (see L. B. Cebik antenna 
web site, <cebik.com>). 


A quarter wave long vertical, or anything looking somewhat vertical and less 
than quarter wave, using loading coils or capacity hats, needs that missing 
half element the dipole has, to have its radiation efficiency. The easiest 
way to get that, since most earth grounds are lossy at RF frequencies, is to 
use a wire counterpoise. Cut them to quarter wave long at the band in use, 
as an ideal. Make them nearly that long if nothing else is possible. The 


far end from the fed end will be high impedance and higher voltage, so make 
it an insulated wire. 


So to sum up, all antennas that are not dipoles, (either horizontal or 
vertical dipoles), or beams or loops (which are special forms of dipoles), 
will need some reference element, be it earth ground that reflects RF well, 
(like sea water), or a wire cut to be near quarter wave resonance, or an odd 
multiple of quarter wave, ie 3/4, 5/4, 7/4 long, etc. That is because the 
end of the quarter wave equivalent antenna where you feed it, needs to be 
low impedance to match to the 50 ohm transmitter, and the reference must 
also be low impedance where it comes close to the feed point to pick up the 
other side of the transmission line. 


The property of a quarter wave wire, or element, is that it is high 
impedance on the unfed end, and low impedance where you connect a feeder. 
And this property translates to use of any odd quarter wave multiple, ie 
3/4, 5/4, 7/4 etc. 


Now the even quarter wave multiple is guess what: a half wave or multiple. 
The half wave line length translates the impedance seen at one end, without 
change, to the other end for the one frequency where it is a half wave line. 


But, you do not want this for the counterpoise, for, to be an antenna a 
conductor must force the wave to change direction or have a discontinuity, 
(from John Kraus, W8IJK, "Antennas" 2nd Ed.). You want that feeder low 
impedance end to see a quarter wave equivalent, so that the far end is high 
impedance, a form of discontinuity for radiator action. That will nearly 
balance the antenna that is made to look a quarter wave by loading coils or 
hats. 


Now what B&W was trying to say, is that they did not want the counterpoise 
too close, or encircling the radiator. That would happen if the window 
metal frame was part of the counterpoise circuit. That would shade the 
antenna efficiency. They want the antenna and counterpoise spread out, to 
afford capture area to the antenna. That is the most efficient antennas; 
those with large area of conductors, such as beams, large loops, and 
doublets and dipoles. 


(I hope you remember that previously we defined doublets as a half wave 
like, (two element) antenna but not necessarily half wave resonant ona 
band, and a dipole was a two element antenna where the total length is half 
wave, and each element a quarter wave.) 


That is it for most ham antenna set ups. Hope this helps. 

Most antennas are an extension of quarter wave or half wave principles.

The newest BIOSes allow for boot off either master and slave. You 


control which is which using the jumpers on the back of the devices and 
the BIOS settings. This includes the 
CABLE-SELECT pin for the ATA-66 and up crowd. 


The firmware on some 

drives are at fault. They are also flashable(have 'flash' 
reprogrammable memory). Updates are available from manufacturers like 
Acer & Sony & TDK.Goto the specific CD manufacturer website for updates 
or goto Www.drivers.com. 


Please also check out back issues and the website of MaximumPC for 
more discussion of the slave drive issue. If you can inspect fellow 
friends documentation, check out Creative and TDK Velo burner 
instructions. Most old pre-Visio CD-Creater software gave problems with 
drives as masters. 


Make it simple. High Performance HDs on one chain, Slower CD-ROMs on 
another. Make sure the

>trying to get ready for the contest. For the past few years I have used an 
>non resonant inverted vee fed with 300 ohm line. The length is 90 feet per 
>leg or 180 feet over all. the Apex is at 68 feet and the ends are at about 
>30 feet. This made a nice all band antenna. Recently I put up an A3S 
>Cushcraft. Now I would like to change out the big inverted vee to something 
>for 40 meters only. Choices inverted vee, 1/2 wave sloper, delta loop or 
>diamond shaped quad. So her is your chance, what would be your choice 

>and why. 


First question: How high is the A3S? 


You see, for any of these choices: inverted V, 1/2 wave sloper, delta 
loop (fed at bottom or top), or quad (fed at bottom or top) -- they are 
all horizontally polarized, much like your existing inverted V. So, the 
key dimension would be the height above ground. 


Some ideas. 


* If the A3S is 40 feet or higher, consider getting the 40m kit 
(Cushcraft A743). It's only a dipole, but if you cannot put up anything 
higher than the A3S, that's your best choice. At 70 feet or higher, 40m 
dipoles are great antennas. 


x Shunt feed tower. If you A3S is on a tower, it may make a great antenna 
all by itself for 80m or 40m. A 50 foot tower topped with a tribander is 
close to resonant on 80m. Note you will have to put down a considerable 
number of 60 foot radials for 80m. 


x Verticals. If you have no other supports other than the tower, you 
might consider using vertical antennas, mounted elsewhere on your 
property. There are some multi-band loaded verticals that actually work 
quite well when properly installed. Look for something that just supports 
80m/40m, or perhaps 160m, too. You've already got 20m-10m covered with 
the A3S. 


I have an A3S on a 49.5' tower. I plan to get the 40m kit this summer, 

since I cannot put antennas any higher than the tower on my property. I 
currently have a 1/4 wave 40m sloper at the 40 foot level. I'll likely 

replace it. I'm also trying to shunt feed the tower for 80m.

>It does me good to recall from time to time that resonance is when the 
>reactance (X in jX) is zero. 


A conjugate match is therefore a resonant condition. At any point on the 
feedline, you have a R + jX from the antenna and aR - jX from the 
transmatch. Since the sum of the reactance values is zero, resonance is 
achieved. 


> The resistave component (R) may be any number 
>at that point. An off-center fed doublet (like the windom and it's 


>variations) have resonance at R=300. 


Resistance is the sum R(r) + R(s). Where R(r) is the radiation 
resistance, and R(s) is the total loss (defined as a series resistance). 


>Resonance does not equal efficiency, however. 
Efficiency is directly related to loss. R(s)/R defines the efficiency. 


>Think about why open-wire feeder is recommended in non-resonant antenna 
>installations -- it is a very efficient radiator. 


A properly installed open-wire feed will NOT radiate. The ANTENNA will be 
doing the radiating. 


>However, 50 ohm coax has relatively poor efficiency -- feedline 
>radiation becomes a problem, because some of the radiation is wasted by 
>conversion to non-RF energy. 


Feedline radiation and efficiency have nothing to do with each other. 
Feedline radiation is radiation, and isn't necessarily wasted (unless you 
intended it to be radiated in some other direction). The wasted RF energy 


is that which is turned into heat. 


>At least in my installations, I want to maximize both efficiency and 
>bandwidth (given the installation constraints) . 


Interesting that reducing efficiency often increases bandwidth....

> > A3S Cushcraft. Now I would like to change out the big inverted vee to 

> > something for 40 meters only. Choices inverted vee, 1/2 wave sloper, 

> > delta loop or diamond shaped quad. So her is your chance, what would be 
> > your choice and why. 


You would just need to add a couple feet to your 180' CF antenna (I forget 
the exact dimension, around 186' total or so) .64 wavelength each leg. Would 
make a "Double Extended Zepp" on 40, which is a great antenna. It is always 
the first antenna I put up when I moved anywhere, since it works all bands, 
but is especially good on 40, where it has a theoretical gain of 3db.
